A proposal has been made to us that we should 
request our Government to make, in connection with the 
British Empire Exhibition next year, a special coin issue 
on the lines of the issue of silver half Dollars mde by 
the United States Government on the occasion of the 
World's Hxcposition at Chicago some years ago. 


The American Consul General in London, to whom 
we applied for particulars of this issue, has info rmed 
ug that the half Dollars issued, which were called 
Columbian half Dollars, were of the same weight and valve 
as ordinary half Dollars, and that the entire issue was 
handed over as a free gift to the authorities of the 
Exposition as part of the contribution of the United 
States Government to the enterprise, and that theywere 
sold to the Public by the Exposition at double their 
face value. 


The American Consul General, who is unable to 
supply any further information, suggests that we might 
obtain full particulars in regard: to the issue by 
addressing ourselves to you. The points in regard to 
which we particularly desire information are:- 


L. the total amount of the issue. 


2. Was the entire issue, as the american Consul 
General states, handed over, free of charge, 
to the Exposition authorities, or, did the 
latter pay for the issue at its face value?
